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12. (Currently Amended) The composition of claim 1, wherein the antiherpes substance is 
acyclovir monophosphate, or an ester T or salt , or solvat e thereof. 

13. (Currently Amended) The composition of claim 1, wherein the antiherpes substance is 
ganciclovir monophosphate, or an ester T or sal t, or solvat e thereof. 

14. (Original) A dosage form for parenteral or oral use containing a pharmaceutical 
composition according to claim 1 . 

15. (Original) A cream, lotion, gel, ointment, plaster, stick, or pen containing a composition 
according to claim 1 . 

16. (Original) The composition of claim 1, including a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier that 
is selected from the group consisting of sterile water, saline, polyalkylene glycols, vegetable oils, 
hydrogenated naphthalenes, biocompatible polymers, biodegradable polymers, and mixtures 
thereof. 

17. (Original) The composition of claim 16, wherein the biodegradable polymer is selected 
from the group consisting of polycaprolactone, polydecalactone, poly(sebacic anhydride), 
sebacic acid-co-l,3-bis(carboxyphenoxypropane), sebacic acid-co-1,6- 
bis(carboxyphenoxyhexane), dedecanoic-co-l,3-bis(carboxyphenoxypropane), dedecanoic-co- 
l,6-bis(carboxyphenoxyhexane), albumin and derivatives, gelatin and derivatives, starch and 
derivatives, gum arabic, cellulose and derivatives, polysorbate and derivatives, agarose, lectins, 
galactose, polyurethanes, polyvinylalcohol, functionalized polymers and copolymers of lactic 
and glycolic acid, lactic acid homopolymer, glycolic acid copolymer, copolymers of lactic acid 
and glycolic acid, polyhydroxybutyrate, polyhydroxyalkanoic acid, and mixtures thereof. 

(Original) The composition of claim 17, wherein the biodegradable polymer is in the form of 
a particle.

b) an antiherpes substance that inhibits viral DNA r e plication comprising on e or more of 
(1) a pre phosphorylated or phosphonate nucl e oside analog selected from the group consisting; of 
acyclovir monophosphate, ganciclovir monophosphate, cidofovir and foscarnet ^f£)-a 
pyrophosphate analog; and (3) a nucleosid e analog , or any combination thereof, or an ester y or 
salt or solvat e thereof, in a s e cond dos e l e ss than a m e dian th e rap e utically e ff e ctive dos e of the 
antiherp e s substance;
